FRESH ASSAULT 


BY JAPANESE 
ON PORT ARTHUR 


The People are Demanding 


Capitulation. 


Part of Fleet Returns io Harbor—Al 


leged Violation of Neutrality— 


The Far East War. 


London, Aug. 12.—The Yan Xow 


correspondent of the Gazette reports 
that five Japanese divisions com- 
menced a fresh assault on Port Arthur 
Thursday. The inhabitants of the 
town, says the correspondent, are 
feverishly demanding capitulation. He 
concludes: 
"Anarchy reigns at Port 


Arthur." 


NEUTRALITY VIOLATED. 


Chefu, Aug. 12.—A boarding party 


from the two Japanese torpedo de- 
stroyers boarded the dismantled. Rus- 
sian torpedo boat destroyer Rechitelni 
this morning at 3:30 o'clock. The Jap- 
anese discharged their small arms and 
during 
the firing a 
Russian was 


wounded in the leg. Daybreak showeci 
a third Japanese destroyer towing the 
beat out of the harbor and all disap- 
peared. 


The Japenese consul here explains 


the action of the Japanese destroyer 
in capturing the Russian destroyer 
Rechitelni inside the harbor of Chefu 
bj stating that the Japanese command- 
ers were not aware that the Russian 
vessel had been dismantled and* had 
placed itself under the protection of 
the Chinese government. 
The seizure 


of the Rechitelni was dramatic. When 
the Japanese boarded the Russian de- 
stroyer the latter's captain ordered his 
men to blow up the ship. The captain 
himself sprang upon 
the 
Japanese 


lieutenant, who headed the boar.ling 
party, and 
jumped overboard with 


him. 
Onei report says the Russian 


captain was killed, while another story 
has it that he was severely wounded, 
but 
was 
rescued 
and 
hidden by 


friends. 
The Japanese lieutenant es- 


caped to his own boat. It is believed 
here that international complications 
may result from the Japanese alleged 
violation of neutrality of the port. 


Tokio, Aug. 12—Admiral Togo re- 


ports that the Russian battleship 
Czarowitch was probably sunk in an 
engagement outside of Port Arthur on 
Wednesday. 


PART OF FLEET RETURNED. 


London, Aug. 12.—According to a 


cablegram received by the Japanese 
legation 
today part of the Russian 


Port-Arthur fleet which emerged from 
the port on Aug. 10, escaped to Kiao 
Chow, China, while a majority of the 
fleet returned to Port Arthur. The 
dispatch 
received 
by "the 
legation 


reads: "According to reports hitherto 
received, 
the 
Russian 
squadron 


emerged from Port Arthur and was at- 
tacked by our fleet sot'th of Yentao 
and dispersed. 
The cruisers Askold 


and Novik and another cruiser and de- 
stroyer took refuge at Kiao Chow, and 
another destroyer 
took refuge at 


Cbefu. 
On Aug. 1] five Russian bat- 


t'eships, one cruiser, probably the 
Diana, and one hospital ship and sev- 
eral torpedo Boat destroyers semed to 
have regained Port 
Arthur harbor. 


Our fleet is believed to have escaped 
damage." 


RUSSIANS SALUTE GERMANS.

FLEET HAS NOT RETURNED. 
Chifu, August 12.—According to the 


latest information obtainable the Rus- 
sian squadron has not returned to Pott 
Arthur. 


On the night of August 9 hea^y can- 


nonading was heard at sea in the 
recticn of Port Arthur. 


Advices from the fortress say that 


the Japanese bombarded 
the to\vn, 


placing their batteries in dense kaolin 
fields, where they were effectually 
masked. The shells dropped mainly 
in the western basin, where the squad- 
ron was anchored. Many of the shells 
fell upon the battleship Retvizan, but 
no serious damage Avas done either U> 
the town or the fleet. Later the forts 
got the range of the Japanese field 
batteries and drove them out from 
their shelter in the kaolin. 


On the morning of August 10 the 


sqadron put to sea> where heavy can- 
nonading was heard for several hours. 
The result of the battle is not known, 
and nothing definite has been learned 
regarding either squadron.

through it the shareholders are suffer- 
ering a loss. This it is expected, by 
the strike leaders, will iVdiice Presi- 
dent Roosevelc to take up the fight 
and force the packers to produce their 
books, contracts and agreements in 
open court. Such a step, it is believ- 
ed by the strikers, will bring the pack- 
ers to terms and end the struggle. 


The officials of the market wagon 


drivers' union have ordered a vote to 
lie taken by the union on Sunday on 
the question of a strike of these men. 


"There will be a meeting of the 


u.Of'O grocery an3 market wagon driv- 
ers Sunday afternoon," said Business 
Agent Kelley .of this Mnion, ''and if 
peace is not secured by that time, 
something definite' done between the 
retailers and packers, our men will un- 
doubtedly decide to join the othec 
unions already on strike.

Bee Hunting Can Be Pursued Wlser- 


CTer Flo-tvers Grow. 


Bird study as a fad is beginning to 


pall on the vacationist who has riot the 
true love of the feathered folk, and a 
new outdoor recreation is v. anted. Some 
bright young women who spent last 
summer in a western Massachusetts 
town, tired of hunting birds which 
never are still, felt this need and sup- 
plied it, says the Housekeeper. They 
turned bee hunters. Discovering a vet- 
eran bee hunter and overcoming a fem- 
inine distrust of the little- insect which 
so sharply resents interference with her 
affairs, they were initiated in the art 
of lining bees, and thereafter every 
tramp afield was frith an object in 
view. 


Bee hunting possesses a charm pecul- 


iarly its own, and it can be practiced 
wherever flowers grow, even within the 
limits of the town. 
Yet, seemingly, 


there are few who know this or are at 
all aware of the stores o£ sweetness to 
be had for the seeking. 


The necessary outfit consists of a box 


three inches square and as many deep. 
This is divided into an upper and lower 
story by means of a slide. The cover is 
fitted with a glass window. In the 
lower compartment is placed a. piece of 
comb filled with a sirup of sugar and 
water. Ths slide is pushed into place 
and the nearest posy bed or clover 
patch is sought. With the box in one 
hand and cover in the other it is an 
easy matter to trap a honeybee busy 
robbing the flower of its sweets. Watch- 
ing her through the glass window, the 
moment sho quiets dowu the s>lide is 
gently drawn. It does not take the bee 
long to (lisco\ cr the sirup, and she at 
once begins unload up with this treas- 
ure. 


The- box is now placcil on a post and 


a sharp w:Uch maintained. 
Presently 


the bee is satod, and. circling for her 
bearings, starts straight for the hive or 
tr0'"1. When sbe comes back—for s.he 
will surely return—she will bring an- 
other with her, and in turn this one 
will bring a third, and so on until a 
line is established. Then while one or 
more lill with the sirup the cover is re- 
placed and the box carried torwurd 
alon^ the line of Iiis>H. 
From the 


stopping point a new line will be start- 
eel, t's before. Thiia in time will the 
bees be led straight to their home.

Liao, Yang, August 12.—A refugee 


from Port Arthur, who has just arrived 
at Liao Yang, says the defenders ot 
the fortress remain all day at their 
posts in spite of the dreadful heat, the 
women heroically carrying water to 
the parched soldiers, although not a 
single space within the perimeter of 
the fortress is free from bullets and 
bursting shells. Sometimes the whole 
fortress seemed enveloped in smoke 
from the countless shell explosions.

July 25. Five Japanese divisions mov- 
ed across the plain to the assault un- 
der cover of their guns.

was so desperate that it almost verged 
on frenzy. :t was said at Port Arthur 
that Field Marshal Oyama command- 
ed the Japanese forces in person, and 
several Princes cf the blood and vet- 
eran Generals led the attacking torces, 
giving exami'les of courage and re- 
source previously unequa'.ed. 


The Japanese artillery received a 


fresh supply of ammunition the prev- 
ious evening, and ne\cr before was 
such a terrible hail of projectiles, but 
the efforts of the Japanese wove un- 
availing again&t the determined stand 
of the Russians, who

selves worthv ^ors of the defenders of 
Sebastopol. and the attack was repuls- 
ed with enormous losses. The refugee 
gives the Russian losses at 1,500 and 
those of the Japanese at 10.000.

Food That If, Blue. 


Did you ever notice that there is no 


blue food? We eat things green, red, 
yellow and violet; flesh, lisli or plants 
in all the colors of the rainbow except 
blue. 


Many deadly poisons are blue in col- 


or, such as bluestone or the deadly 
nightshade flower. The color stands in 
our slang for everything miserable and 
depressing. 


But this is only one of a thousand 


queer facts about colors. 


Heat a bar of iron and the particles 


of the metal are set in motion, shak- 
ing violently one against another. 


Presently the surrounding ether is set 


in motion in large, slow waves through 
the air, like the waves of the sea, until 
they break upon our skin and give us 
the sensation of heat. As the iron gets 
hotter other waves are set in motion in 
immense numbers, traveling at more 
than lightning speed, and these break 
upon the eye, giving us the sensation 
of red light. 


The redhot iron, getting still more 


heated, throws out other sets of waves, 
still smaller and more rapid—orange, 
yellow, green, blue, indigo, violet, all 
the colors of the rairibow. The eye 
cannot tell one from another; the whole 
bundle of rays mixed up gives us an 
impression of white. That is the glo^ 
from white hot iron, and such ;s the 
light from the still greater brightness 
of the sun. 
Sunlight is a bundle of 


rays of light—red, orange, yellow, 
green, blue, indigo and violet all mixed 
together. The mixture of all colors is 
white light. The absence of nil color 
is utter darkness.—New York Journal.

STICHOMETRY. 


A Book CuMom Tlnit Aever Attained 


Any Very Extensive l/'sngr. 


Stichometry. from the Greek stichos, 


a row. Hue or verse, and uietron. a 
measure, is used in two senses. The 
first applies to the subject matter of 
Hebrew literature, whereby the rhyth- 
mic lines which constitute the parallel- 
ism of the poetical books are portioned 
off from one another; the second to 
au entirely artificial method of measur- 
ing off the contents of each book by so 
many lines of iixed or average length. 


The former is of great antiquity and 


may have N'en introduced by the sa- 
cred writers themselves. The latter is 


who applied it to the Pauline epistles 
and later to the gospels. 


St. Jerome professed to have founded 


his method upon n similar treatment of 
the text in existing manuscripts of 
Demosthenes and Cicero. His original 
arrangement is thought to be represent- 
ed by the Codex Amiatinus at Florence 
and that of Euthalius in the Codex 
Claroiuoutaiius at Paris. 


As this system left n lar^e propor- 


tion of each page blank and as vellum 
was costly. Stichometry never attained 
any very extensive usage. 


GROUND PEARLS. 


The Product of the Yonng of Certain 


Scale In*eet*. 


The large order of hemiptera in- 


cludes what are known as scale in- 
sects (coccidae). some of which are very 
destructive to fruit trees, while others 
are the source of cochineal, and, per- 
haps, were the manna upon which 
the children of Israel fed In the wil- 
derness. 


The life history of these insects in- 


cludes a motionless pupa stag'", simi- 
lar to the chrysalis of a moth or but- 
terfly. 
Before passing into this dor- 


mant and helpless condition, the young 
of certain scale bugs make their way 
i^,o the earth, and then a sticky fluid 
exudes from their bodies and quickly 
hardens into a protective coating, re- 
sembling plain or colored glass, and 
causes them to look * something like 
beRds, so that in some parts of the 
world they are known as "ground 
pearls." 


The best known of these are dug out 


of the earth in the West Indies and 
strung into necklaces or other orna- 
ments. Similar objects are prized and 
worn by the natives of other regions. 


KEROSENE OIL. 


It Is Paraffin In Great Britain and 


Refined Petroleum Elsewhere. 


Petroleum (petra. rock; oleum, oil; is 


a liquid bitumen exuding from rocks. 


Paraffin (parum, little; afflns, akin), 


discovered by Reichenbach in 1S30, in. 
investigating the tar produced in the 
distillation of wood, is a colorless wax- 
l]ke solid, which he named from its ex- 
traordinary chemical indifference, its 
"little affinity" with anything. He aft- 
erward isolated from the same mate- 
rial a liquid oil, which he called eupion, 
"very fat." For years both were re- 
garded merely as chemical curiosities 
until it was realized that eupion forms 
the body of petroleum. 


Pure paraffin resembles spermaceti 


and is inodorous and tasteless. Paraf- 
fin oil is chiefly a mixture of fluid 
hydrocarbons, and as it approaches gas 
more closely than any other illuminat- 
ing agent and is cheap it has come 
into general use. 
Illuminating oils 


manufactured from petroleum are sold 
in Great Britain as "paraffin oil," in 
the United States as "kerosene" and 
on the continent as "refined petroleum." 
—London Globe. 


Copperhead and Rnttler. 


The copperhead isn't a bad looking 


snake, as snakes go, but it has a mighty 
bad reputation. In fact, it is generally 
regarded as a mean sort of snake and 
is apparently without a friend or even 
an apologist. Although it won't chase 
yon nor go out of its way to get a crack 
at you, it probably does more business 
per snake than does the rattler, the 
moccasin or any other of the venomous 
kind. It is said that where there is one 
there arc- always two copperheads, so 
when you smell green cucumbers look 
out, for that seems to be the only warn- 
ing you will get of the presence of this 
reptile. The rattler is a little more po- 
lite, also more vicious, for after giving 
you timely warning it will stand its 
ground and fight like a good fellow, 
while the copperhead will run and hide.
